About that time Anita Peyton, 
who works here at the office, came 
up and said she had used the dish­ 
rag gourds and that they worked 
fine in washing dishes. They were 
fine for pots and pans, just like a 
scouring pad, she said.

At Least IO 
Deaths Caused 
By Flossy Winds 


Search Still in 
Progre$$ for Eight 
Mi$$ing in Gulf 


ALBANY, Ga. TP — Hurricane 
Flossy whose mighty winds caused 
at least IO deaths including a moth­ 
er and her three children, on a 
rampage out of the Gulf subsided 
today into drenching and needed 
rain. 
The sopping storm brought an 
end to a drought in sections of 
south Alabama and Georgia. 
At 8 a. rn. the remnants of the 
once-killing howler were located in 
extreme southwest Georgia just 
west of Albany, moving rn a di­ 
rection between northeast and east 
northeast at IO miles an hour. 
As the hurricane slashed inland 
near Panama City, Fla., Monday 
night two jets wert rammed to­ 
gether b f the turbulent winds. Aa 
one spun to earth it hit a home 
and killed an expectant mother 
and her three children. 
The victims, burned beyond rec­ 
ognition, were identified as Mr». 
Ella Walter, 23. and her children, 
Phillip, 3; Dorothy, 2, and Mary 
Lee, I. AU were Negroes. 
The Weather Bureau said storm 
warnings remained up east of St. 
Mark’s, Fla., to Tampa and along 
the Atlantic from Brunswick, Ga., 
to Wilmington, N. C. 
Forecast Heavy Rains 
Flossy’s highest winds were down 
to 50 miles an hour. To the north 
and east of the now extra-tropical 
storm winds were up to 25 to 35 
miles an hour for 300 to 350 mUes. 
Heavy rains were forecast for 
the day in east Alabama, Georgia 
and South Carolina, spreading into 
North Carolina 
during the day.

a newspaper have increased in cost. 
Traditionally, subscription income from a newspaper the 
size of The Daily Register should cover about one-fourth of the 
cost oi publication, with advertisers bearing the remainder. Ad­ 
vertising rates have been increased almost yearly for the past 
eight years, and advertisers are now bearing a share of costs 
more proportionate than subscribers.

in small positions with only lesser 
degrees of authority have lost their 
leadership by getting results thru 
fear. 


Parents who use fear in order 
to control their children lose the 
love of their own offspring if they 
do not learn to guide, lead, and 
love. 
When children are encour­ 
aged to talk to their parents with­ 
out the constant fear of punish­ 
ment, they are willing to lead. 


All people want to be guided by 
those for whom they have respect. 
Jesus received the respect of great 
multitudes of His followers. 
He 
was respected even by His ene­ 
mies. 
He deplored authoritarian 
rule. 


As a result, He led many of His 
contem poraries, as well as mil 
lions who have lived more recent­ 
ly. 
Let us encourage a religious 
democracy in which people. are 
free from dictatorial domination 
and authoritarian command. 
Let 
us pray for continued individual 
liberty. 


TB Board Lists 
Reasons to Re-vote 
Tuberculosis Tax 


On Tuesday, Nov. 6, the voters 
of Saline county will receive a 
special ballot with their regular 
ballot. This special ballot contains 
the question of continuing the Tu­ 
berculosis Tax law in this county 
This law places the responsibility 
for the care and treatm ent of tu­ 
berculosis cases directly upon the 
individual counties of Illinois. 
In 
fact, it places the responsibility 
for providing the necessary funds 
for the care, treatm ent and isola­ 
tion of tuberculosis cases upon the 
individual voters in each county. 
Almost all of the counties in Illi­ 
nois now operate under this law 
and are giving care and treatm ent 
to their inhabitants who are un- 
! fortunate enough to develop tuber­ 
culosis. 
But the law is such that 
it must be re-voted at regular in­ 
tervals. 
Saline county has had 
the law for at least 18 years and 
now the voters are asked to vote 
for its continuation 
The 
Saline 
County TB Board lists a few of 
the reasons why it should be con­ 
tinued: 
1. Tuberculosis is a com munica­ 
ble disease and one case left in 
a home is like a bad apple in a bar­ 
rel. 
It spreads the disease to all 
members of the household. 
One 
open case with positive sputum 
in the theatre, the grocery store, 
in the court house, in the post of­ 
fice leaves the germ s to be picked 
up by other people. 
It is estim at­ 
ed that one case of TB, uncontroll­ 
ed, will cause nine other cases to 
develop in the community, before 
death occurs to that person. 
2. Tuberculosis 
is preventable. 
Medical science has provided the 
means of discovering this disease 
in the initial stage before it reaches 
the advanced and contagious stage 
and before it reaches the incurable 
stage. 
A properly financed pro­ 
gram for the control of tuberculo- 
; sis in Saline county makes it pos­ 
sible today to completely eradicate 
that disease.
